On the basis of several previous reports it had been assumed that* follcmng 
the deactivation of the former II Mil Dist in Timisoara, the^ Military districts 
were reorganised, so that the 1 Mil Dist in Jassy comprised Moldavia and the 
Bucovina, the II Mil Dist in Bucharest Greater V/alachia, Little Valachia and 
the Bobruja and the III Mil Dist in Cluj the remaining portion of Rumania*
